For sometime there has been con­ 
siderable discussion going on in the 
newspapers between Donald Ross, and 
the Rev. Peter 
Yorke in reference to 
the Church of Rome, which has finally 
culminated in an agreement to discuss 
the Protestant and Catholic side of it 
in some hall, before tb'dee lawyers, one 


of each to be chosen by the parties 
themselves, and the third to be selected 


by the two lawyers. 


When it was announced during the 
week that Father 
Yorke would deliver 
a lecture last evening at St. Joseph's 
Church in this city, on the "Infallibility 


of the Pope," it naturally drew a large 
crowd of Catholics and non Catholics 
to the Church, notwithstanding the in­ 
clement weather. 


A t 8 o'clock the hour set for the 
lecture, the church was filled and the 
lecturer, who is a young and pleasant 
looking man at once made his appear 
ance and without any unnecessary pre­ 
liminaries, plunged at once into his 
subject. 


By way of a prelude he .-aid that in 


1875, 800 Bishops gathered at R o m e 


for the purpose of first defining the 
"Infalibility of the Pope." 
"It has 


. been the doctrine of the Church," he 
said, "to speak without an error. 
This 
statement has been as it were, a chal­ 
lenge t<* 
: the world.' This" dogma of in­ 
fallibility has been a cross to many out­ 
side o f the church, and has been used 
as i fbxii by" ten wBS* #lsKed' 'ttfpfiif 
the church in a bad, light 


Many people believe that when we 


say the Pope is infallible, we believe 
that he is without sin. 
Infallibility is 


jiot sinJeBsness. It does not in ^any 
sense mean that the Pope is without 
sin. 
W e will 
frankly acknowledge 
that bad men have been foisted 
into 
the-'-church, 
but 
history will show 
that 
there have 
only 
been 
three 
or 
four 
what 
may 
be 
called 
bad Popes out of the entire 
num­ 
ber who have been at the head of the 
church. 
Was there not a Judas among 
the twelve Apostles ? 
By infallibility 
—let me emphasize it—we do not 
mean sinless. 
T h e Pope is like unto 
us all—a human being. 
He, like us. 
has to receive absolution. 


Religion to the Christian 
means 
revelation. 
It means 
that God has 
spoken to man. 
All men will acknowl­ 
edge that there is a first great cause. 
Dealing with our life as it is we ask 
ourselves if God has ever spoken to 
man. 
Every adherent of religion be­ 
lieves that God, or the Great 
First 
Cause, has spoken to him. 
H e has 


, sent us a message anrkjsutlined 
rules 


' tor us to follow. 
This is the Christian 
religion. 
All mankind 
acknowledge 
this. 
Suppose that we have a revela­ 
tion and that God has given us that 
revelation, we will then ask ourselves 
what that revelation really is. 
Each 
man must make it out for himself. 
This, I say, is the Christian religion." 


T h e reverend gentleman then spoke 


of the different sects, saying that there 
were scores and scores of them now in 
existence; of how one says that " Y e 
must be baptized or ye shall not enter 
the kingdom of Heaven," and how 
another 
says 
that 
" Y e must 
have 
bishops and priests." 


"It has been this way always. It 
does not stand to reason that all these 
things are true. 
A l l these 
theories 
cannot be correct at the same 
time. 


T h e theory, then, that G o d has given 
us the Bible so that we can search out 
our own religion falls to the ground of 


• its own weight. 
T h e second theory is 
that of the Cathohcs. 
He has laid 
down certain 
doctrines' and certain 
i rules for US'to follow," and for example 
Father Yorke drew a parallel between 


, the, Supreme Court of the 
United 
States, the decisipnjQf which is final in 


all cases, and- the supreme power of 


"*" ihVtSSEbuc' CVurcliT 


J'We cannot hare final jurisdiction 
such as tlje Supreme Court has, neither 
can we have the same revelation which 


comes to the Pope. 
A s there can be 
no error in the decision of the Su­ 
preme Court of this country, so also 
can there be no error in the decisions 


of the Pope. 
The Pope is the Su­ 
preme Court of Christendom. His 
decision then is final, tor we cannot go 
back 
upon it. If there be the 
slightest reason for believing that the 
revelation is false, then it is not in 
fallible, 
When the Pope speaks as 
the supreme teacher of all, when he 
has a revelation through Jesus Christ, 
then and then only is his word infall­ 
ible. 
When he states what 
Christ 
says to him it is infallible. 
When he 
speaks of matters of faith and morals 
then and then only are his words in 
fallible." 


He stated that the reason the Catho­ 


lic church was so strong and had come 
down through centuries of war, upris 


ing and political instability, and had 
remained a compact body, was because 
it was fouunded upon a lock. 


"Protestant 
Christianity today," he 
said, "is the laughing stock of the in­ 
fidel. The 200 or 300 different denom­ 
inations in their state of opposition to 
one another fnrnish 
food for ridicule. 
It is hard today to separate the Unitar­ 
ian from the infidel. 
There is only 
one 
church, 
one definite 
body_ol 
Christians that can say, "Thus saycth 
the Lord, and I believe," and that one 


is the one connected with the chair of 
Peter, whose church was founded on a 
rock." 


"This is what is meant by infallibil­ 


ity. 
It means that G o d has given us 
definite truths which are the same uni- 


j versally. 
Amid all the chaos of worldly 


I affairs the clear, strong voice of the 
Pope has been heard to say, 'This is 


so.' 
Truth it is which makes man 
what he is, and truth it is that 
makes 
the foundation of this Catholic religion 
infallible."

Cuban Manifesto. 


Washington, Dec. 1 6 . — A manifesto 
of the Cuban revolutionary party to the 
people of the United States was made 
public today. 


It is a long document, prepared by]^ 
Enrique Jose Verona, ex-Deputy of th6 
Spanish Cortes, and reviews the history 
of the revolutionary agitation in Cuba 
and the present 
condition of the 
island. 


The manifesto summarizes the Cu­ 
ban needs thus: 


The 
people of Cuba require 
only 
liberty and independence to become a 
factor in the prosperity and progress of 
civilized nations, instead of tranquility, 
disturbance and ruin. 
T h e fault lies 
entirely with Spain. 
Cuba is not the 
offender. 
It is a defender of its rights. 
Let Americans, let the world decide 
where rest justice and right." 


It is set out that no people could 
bear the wrongs endured by the Cub­ 
ans without protest, without degrading 
and condemning itself to annihilation. 


The 
manifesto concludes: 
"Spain 
denies the Cubans all effective powers 
in their native country; condemns them 
to political inferiority in their native 
land; 
confiscates the product of thtir 
labor without giving in return either 
surety, prosperity or education. 
Spain 
has shown itself utterly incapable ol 
governing Cuba, which it exploits, im­ 
poverishes and demoralizes. 


"The Cubans, not in anger but in 
despair, have appealed to arms to de­ 
fend their rights and vindicate an eter­ 
nal principle, without which every conv 
munity is in danger."

The petition which must be pre­ 
sented to the Board of Trustees at 
their meeting to be held January 3, 
1896, asking the Board to call an elec­ 
tion for bonds in the sum of $80,000 
and for schools in the sum of $120,000 
has been circulated in West Berkeley 
during the past week, and has received 
the .signatures of over one hundred 
voters and taxpayers thus far.

An aooomit of the visit I paid to the 
ceflana or harem of a Mohammedan na­ 
val) in a native state may not be with­ 
out interest. 


A carriage and mounted escort -of sol­ 
diers were sent at 8 o'clock one morning 
to convoy us to the castle. A gate in 
the immense walls of the compound led 
ns into the ill kept gardens. Passing 
from these into the courtyard and 
through long colonnades and untidy pas­ 
sages, we were conducted finally into 
the Banana. A large and lofty room, 
with walls on three sides and a colon­ 
nade opening on to a courtyard, was the 
apartment in which we were received. 
Chain were brought for our accommoda- 
- tiorj, but with the exception of the mat­ 
ting on the floor the place was without 
.furniture. 


Women, some yonng and tall, others 
old and wrinkled, passed and repassed 
while we waited for the be gum to ap­ 
pear. They were all dressed in the same 
fashion. Trousers of light colored dam­ 
asks' or satin olothed them from the 
waist 
These pantaloons were baggy 
above, but Bp olose fitting from the knee 
downward that they have to be sewed np 
after they are on. They are n u B o w e d and 
removed once a week for the bath. A 
short bodice, reaching just below the 
breast, ia worn, and then ronnd the body 
and aver the shonidera and head is 
wound the sari of muslin or silk, which 
falls in graceful folds from the hips and 
Bhonlders. The begum kept us waiting, 
and we wore told the reason was that 
she was putting on all her jewels to do 
us honor. 


Presently she came in—a small, yonng 
woman, with an oval, immobile face 


' and smooth, black hair. She wore tight 
trousers of a rich green damask and a~ 
sari of cloth of gold. On her bare ankles 
were anklets of uncut emeralds and dia­ 
monds, said to be worth 40,000 rupees. 
On her arms were a large number of 
jeweled bangles and armlets, on her fin­ 
gers rings of beautiful rabies and dia­ 
monds. Bound her neok were strings of 
fine pearls, and, suspended by studs of 
large diamonds in the outer rims of the 
ears, she wore across the hair at the 
bacjedf the head pearls, emeralds and 
rubies, prettily set as a kind of collar­ 
ette. 
The ears were pieroed in several 
places to«llow rings and jewels to be 
inserted, and in the nose a small dia­ 
mond: was worrv The little jeweled lady 
did not speak English, and after we 
had admired her jewelry conversation 
soon came to an end. 
Her wee baby was brought in dressed 


> in pblored silk;'with a gold laced cap on 
tils little "fcald head. The nawab joined 
tni, and^ther* was much lively chat over 
the subject of our visit to the state. In 
suoh a zenana the most rigorous seclu­ 
sion of the wives is enforced—wives, I 
•ay, ,for in this zenana the begum was 
the chief and the only wife and was 
married the day after the death of the 
first begum.—^London Queen.

One Married a t 1 0 0 a n d t h e Other Got 
t h e M i t t e n a t 1 8 3 . 


Two remarkable cases of longevity 
were recalled recently by a conversation 
between 
1 several gentlemen in this city. 
They were discussing the death of the 
Rev. George MoCaU, the veteran Bap­ 
tist preacher, when it was authentically 
Stated that Mr. McCall's great grandfa­ 
ther lived to the ripe old age of 127 
yean. He was a bachelor at 100 and 
took a notion to get married. 
He car­ 
ried out his idea and was married. 
Three sons were born to him, and he 
lived to see the oldest son old enough 
to vote. 


This was considered remarkable, but 
a gentleman in the crowd whose char­ 
acter and standing, religiously and so­ 
cially, are above reproach, told an au­ 
thentic account of the life of his great- 
nnole, who was one of Georgia's pioneer 
citizens. 
This old gentleman lived to 
be 180 years old. 
He lived in a log 
cabin, in the northern end of which 
waa cut a square hole. 
The old man 
turned the head of his bed to that hole 
and slept that way in the warmest and 
coldest weather. 


His wife died when he was about 90 
years old, and for many years he lived 
as a widower.
